Co-op protestors 
switch tactics 


The customers who have been 
protesting policies of Top O’Michigan 
Rural Electric Company have changed 
tactics in their attempt to get new faces 
on the co-op’s board of directors. 

After months of legal maneuvering, 
their recall petition has been stalled, so 
the unhappy customers are now 
focusing their energy on the August 15 
board elections. 


According to Bruce Sanderson, one’ 
of the leaders of the protest movement. 


which began during a long strike by 
company. office workers, 
“teform’’ candidates have been slated. 

The three are Ed May, a leader in the 
protest, Bellaire attorney John Unger 
and Thomas Webster of Petoskey. 

‘They will be running for three seats 
against -three incumbent board 
members: and three other. candidates 
‘slated by the Simpniy nominating 
committee. 

“The incumbenta are. Howard Carson 
of Boyne City, Truman Cummings of 


Hesbor Springs and. Arthur Biehle of ' 


Mancelona. Nominated. by the com- 
pany were Bernard Best of Ellsworth,

‘ Sanderson and May began leading. 


the protest against the company after 
co-op officials refused to answer their 
questions or attend i public hearings on 
’ the strike. 

The company was eventually able to 
break the strike. by threatening linemen 


three. 


with the loas of their jobs. if they joined 


the office workers on the picket lines 
when the linemen’s contract expired. 
But Sanderson and May vowed to 
continue their recall drive. . 

According to co-op bylaws, a recall 
petition must contain valid signatures 
from 10 percent of its membership, 
estimated at approximately 27,400. 
Sanderson's group turned in 4,210 
signatures, but the company only 
certified 2,563. 

An attorney for the -company also 
said that no proxies. would be allowed 
at the membership meeting which 
would be held to recall the directors if 
enough petition signatures were 
validated. That means approximately 
2,700 customers would have to vote in 
person to oust any of the directors. | 

That type of turnout doesn't seem 
likely, considering that the co-op 
usually has to offer door prizes to get 
enough peopfe (160) for a quorum at 


their annual membership meetings.

New doc feels at home 


BOYNE CITY - How did you happen 
to come to Boyne City, Dr. Ricky 
Pethers? 


‘‘We just drove around al! over 


. “Northern Michigan and picked a town 


we liked,”’ says the community's new 
chiropractor, who started work here 
last December. 

“This was it. We had wanted to live 
in Northern Michigan and there was no

chiropractor in town.” 

“I plan to stay here the rest of my 
life,” says Pethers, a native of Flint. 
“It’s nice to walk down the street and 
see people you know.” 

Pethers, 26, graduated from 
chiropractic school in April, 1978. He 
says he also was accepted to dental and 
medical school, but chose chiropractic 
because, ‘I like a little more natural 
approach to health.” 

“‘T had some back problems myself. I 


went to a couple medical doctors and 
they gave me some medication. But 
when the medication was gone, my 
back problem was still there." 

“That's when I started thinking 
about it.” 

Pethers describes chiropractic as a 
“holistic’’ approach to health, which 
means “looking at the entire person 
instead of the specific ailment.” 

“I'll never prescribe any drugs. 
There's no need for that.” 

“We look at the cause of the problem 
and try to reconcile it.” 

Chiropractors and medical doctors 
have been at odds for years over 
treatment methods. But Pethers 
doesn't think chiropractic is the answer 
for all medical problems. 

He’ll even recommend surgery, 
although only as a last resort. ‘'There’s 
no health care field that’s a panacea. I 
see myself working with medical 
doctors and osteopaths to provide good 
health care to the community.” 


Pethers defines chiropractic as “a 
manipulative technique to free spinal 
nerves from being pinched. As soon as 


that nerve flow is interrupted, you have 
problems.” 

“I don't cure disease. What .I do is 
normalize body functions and let it cure 
itself. The body is very good at that.” 

Pethers said he doesn’t believe in 
drugs because, ‘‘The cause of the 
problem is still there. It’s going to crop 
up again.” 

The chiropractic field is divided 
between those who say it should only 
be used for spinal and back problems 
and others who say it works for other 
ailments as well. 

Pethers said he concentrates on 
ailments of the back and other ex- 
tremities, but believes chiropractic 
often helps other problems. He said he 
was able to help one local woman with 
chronic headaches by manipulating her 
back. 

So far, Pethers has been happy with 
his experiences here. ‘I don't know if 
I’ve been lucky or whether the methods 
work even better than I thought they 
would, but I’ve been getting good 
results with my patients.” 

“If you’re good to your patients, 
they'll be good for you.

12 businesses are interested 


’ 


in downtown renovation plans 


BY JOE McELROY 


BOYNE CITY - At least 12 businesses 

might participate in the proposed 
downtown renovation project. 

The two-part program offers tax 
breaks and possible low interest loans 
for commercial or industrial im- 
provements. New construction would 
also be included. 

The 12 are: Kaden’s, Schafer’s, F.O. 
Barden & Son Lumber, E & M Stan- 
dard, Great Lakes Energy Systems, Gil 
Coon's Furniture, Bogema’s Phar- 
macy, Rover's Return Bar, the Boyne 
River Inn, the Dilworth, Keith Dressel 


’ Realty, and a building at 116 E. Water 


Street recently bought by Judv Kostin. 


But the degree of interest varies. 
Some, such as recent fire victim 
Aldwyn Barden, are enthusiastic and 
can't wait for the program to start. 
Others want to consider it further 
before making any decision. 


“We're committed right now, period,” 
Barden said at a meeting. called last 
Thursday by the city and the down- 
town businessmen who are 
spearheading the program. 

Lee Ekstrom, who owns the former 
Grey's Market, now housing Great 
Lakes Energy Systems, expresses 
similar enthusiasm. ‘‘I don’t want to 
wait,"’ he said. 

“I'm ready to go on my building; I 
have it out for bids. I think those who 
are ready should be able to get going on 
it.” 

Merchants and homeowners are often 
reluctant to improve their property 
because it’ raises their property values 


and therefore their taxes. The city last 
summer began encouraging 


businessmen to take advantage of a 
new state law which would cut those 
tax hikes in half for several years. 
But the program attracted little in- 
terest because many businessmen lack

the upfront capital needed for extensive 
renovation. So the city and downtown 
merchants are now proposing an ad- 
ditional incentive, low interest bank 
loans. 

Both First National and Northwestern 
State Bank were asked to participate in 
the program, but First National ap- 
pears more interested. 

“We're prepared to absorb some 
moderate losses,’ said Steve Woodcock 
of First National. He wouldn't commit 
the bank to a specific rate, but said, 
“We could give a good rate right now.” 

Chuck McDowell of Northwestern 
said his bank is interested in loaning 
money to merchants who want to 
improve their stores, “if it was 
handled as any other commercial loan.” 

“The terms and conditions are going 
to vary from one borrower to another,” 
he said. 

Gaylord has had an _ extensive 
downtown facelift and McDowell said 
Northwestern consulted the bank 
there. “They treated each loan 
request just like any other commercial 
loan,"’ he said. McDowell said a 
businessman’s attempt to improve the 
downtown area by remodeling would be 
one factor considered in a loan ap- 
plication. 

The banks won't quote a specific rate 
until they know how much money is 


involved. If not enough businesses 
participate, there is little point in the 
banks giving special deals. But if too 
many participate, the rates might go 


higher, since no bank wants to loan out 
much money at a loss. 

Approximately 20 businessmen were 
on hand for the renovation meeting last 
week. ‘‘I think everybody at times 
thinks about doing something with his 
building,” said Don Toffolo of Kadens. 
“Now we’re just trying to provide an 
opportunity for us all to do it 
together.”

Strike possible 


School negotiations deadlocked

BOYNE CITY - The Board of 
Education and its newly unionized non- 
instructional staff (bus drivers, cooks, 
custodians and secretaries) have made 
little progress in their negotiations for 
a contract for the recently completed 
school year. 

It’s not uncommon for school em- 
ployees to work an entire year without 
a contract, but both sides report 
disagreements which could eventually 


_ lead to a strike. 


Asked if a strike was likely, school 
board negotiator Don Aho said, ‘There 
may be. I would not rule that 
possibility ut. We're not even, close to 
a settlement.’’ 

Aho is employed by the Michigan 
Association of School Boards, which 
provides member schools such as 
Boyne City with professional labor 
negotiators. He said one reason a 
strike is possible is the presence of Kay 
Habitz, who is representing the school 
employees, now aligned with the 


“ Michigan Educational Support Per- 


sonnel Association in Cadillac. 

“Her .groups have traditionally 
struck,’ said Aho, pointing to a recent 
strike in Kalkaska, where Mabitz 
represented the non-instructional 
employees. The Kalkaska strike didn’t 
close thie school,. but’ curtailed at- 
tendance 30-40 percent. 


“Tf there's a strike, it won't be because 
of Kay,” said Verlin Thompson, a high 
school custodian who heads the em- 
ployee union. ‘'It will be because of 
their unreasonableness.

Union leaders have complained that 
the district is seeking to take away 
some fringe benefits previously enjoyed 
by the staff. Aho agreed that this is 
true in one case, regarding sick days. 

“We're trying to put some restrictions 
on some of the fringe benefits they had 
before the union came in,’ he said. 

The employees can now accumulate an 
unlimited amount of sick days.. Aho 
said this could become too expensive 
for the district. 


"We want to put a cap on someplace,” 
he said. Aho said the union is also 


seeking binding arbitration, when 
necessary, on future contract. Ar- 
bitration has produced significant. 


benefits for labor in the past. 


“They're trying to get things that. 
restrict the management of the 
district," Aho said. ‘‘They’re con- 
tending they -want everything the 
teachers have, -but the teachers don't. 
have that.” 


“That's true,’’ Thompson says, “but 
that’s not'a real far out thing. A lok of 
districts have ‘that.” 

- Regarding sick days,’ Aho said it’s 
possible ‘an employee could store up a 
large amount of sick days and. then - 
take ari extended, paid vacation. But 
Thompson said, .‘‘Nobody. has -ever 
done.that.

“only two weeks. They are already 
becoming known as the hottest new 
item on the local music scene.

__from Harbor Springs, drums; and John 
Povolo, from Boyne Fall, electric 
guitar. They all sing. 


All members have at least ten years of 
musical experience behind them. 
Gierlach said they blend together 
smoothly for not knowing one another 
or ever performing together before. 

“When we first got together for a 
practice it was really excellent. Good 
vibes. No selfishness, no egos in the 
way. We don’t go with any gimmicks, 
but let each unique personality shine 
through,"’ Gierlach said. 

The band practices almost every 
night. The practice consists of going 
over some of their songs to improve 
them in any. way they can. ‘“‘All 
criticism that comes out of the practice 
is taken very well.

The band presently playing at the 
Country House in Bast Jordan and 
getting offers to play other places, 
would like to play larger cities.

The group's music is hard to 
categorize because the members come 
from a wide range of musical 
backgrounds.

Gierlach, on the other hand, comes 
from a strong country background. A 
native of Kentucky, he has been 
playing country music for 20 years.

is holding up

Although the threat of gasoline 
shortages concerns them, Charlevoix 
County realtors remain confident that 
they have a product well worth selling, 
and say business is good. 

“We're much busier right now than we 
were @ year ago,” says Arthur Poineau 
of Colwell & Company Realty in Boyne 
City. “Our business started strong this 
year and has kept right on going.” 

“People still want to get the heck out 
of the city.” 

Walt Thorsen of Colwell's East 
Jordan office say, ‘I would think it’s a 
little bit under last year, but. still 
holding steady. There's been quite a 
bit of activity.” 

“Younger people are moving up into 
better homes, which is a good sign. 
Their wages have been pretty good the 
last few years and they're investing 
them in bigger homes.” ‘ 

The county real estate market is up 


supplies of gas, people will come north. 
But areas that depend on the 
traveling tourists, those who keep 
going, are going to be hurt.” 
“Tf there isn’t any gas available, real 
estate will nosedive. I think property 
values will hold, but there won’t be as 


‘much trading.” 


Don Berlege says it’s too early to tell 
how much effect the gas situation will 
have on Northern Michigan real estate. 
“It may not have had time yet to 
demonstrate its full effect,’’ he said. 
“But the big buying season is coming 
up now.” 


“We can probably exist on residential . 


sales,’ says Hunt. ‘'We’re dependent 
on you and the guy who works at 
Courter’s and wants to buy a house.” 

Most area realtors agree that there is 
also a market for what Hunt calls the 
“big ticket items,” lakefront homes in 
the $100,000 and up range. 

“Lake property is very scarce," says 
Walt Thorsen. ‘We have a lot more

customers than sellers.” 

“We're selling homes between 
$100,090 - $200,000,” said Frenchy 
Poineau. ‘The market has been much 
better for the more expensive homes 
this year than it was a year ago.” 

Dorian Adgate of Adgate Realty says 
much of his business has been in 
recreational property and says business 
is good despite some worries about 
gasoline problems. 

“We're getting concerns from some 
people because of this energy 
situation,” he said, “‘but it hasn’t been 
reflected in sales yet.” 

Poineau says people are having 
trouble trying to sell medium priced 
homes, those in the $50,000-$75,000 
range. ‘‘That’s too expensive for the 
little guy but not enough house for the 
guy with really big money,” he said. 

“It makes it a little difficult for the 
medium-priced guy to sell his house.” 

“But on the whole, I'm optimistic 
about the area. I always have been.”

are a common sight in Northern Michi- 
gan, even though some customers have 
expressed concern over gasolfne sup- 


approximately 10 percent over a year 
ago, according to Don Berlege, a 
Charlevoix attorney who owns Nor- 
thern Michigan Abstract and Title 
Company. Berlege publishes a 
monthly newsletter on real estate 
activity for area realtors. 

“There's a constant increase in (deed 
and mortgage) recordings and dollar 
volume,” he says. But Berlege 
cautions that the 10 percent increase is 
partially caused by double digit annual 
inflation, so he describes the market as 
“holding up. It's about the same as a 
year ago.” 

He said high interest rates and lack of 
mortgage money are causing more 
people to buy on land contracts, which 
usually require smaller down 
payments. 

Berlege. said _busingss Js, especially __ 
good in the Boyne City area. ‘Boyne 
City has the highest léVefof ‘dctivity,”’ 
he said. ‘They're experiencing the 
rapid growth that Charlevoix has 
previously experienced. It’s just their 
turn to grow.” 

Lew Hunt of John Buick Real Estate 
in Boyne City says he thinks business 
will be good as long as gas is available, 
no matter how high the price. ‘People 
plan all year for their one or two week 
vacation,'’ he said. 

“They're not going to give that up 
just because the price has gotten 
higher. As long as there are adequate

On your travels between Boyne City 
and Charlevoix, if you think you're 
going crazy because you hear “Go 
maize, go blue!” don’t worry. Back off 
Camp Sherwood Road is the University 
of Michigan campground, Camp 
Michigania. 

Camp Michigania - Walloon is owned 
and operated by the Alumni 
Association of the University of 
Michigan, for use by Michigan alumni 
and their families. 

Before theAlumniAssociation bought 
the camp in 1963, it was Camp Hun- 
tingdon-Sherwood, a children’s camp. 

The campground is located on the 
west corner of Walloon Lake. At the 
direct far opposite end of the lake you 
can see Walloon Village. With over a 
mile of lake frontage, the campground 
includes both water and woods in a nice 
combination of ruggedness and 
sedentary. 

The camp is set up for families to stay 
for one week. 

Glen Williams, assistant director of 
the camp, said there is a twenty meal 
contract from Saturday afternoon of 
one week to Saturday morning the 
following week. 


“That only gives us three hours to 
clean up before the next group of 
families comes in,” he said. 

The camp can accommodate sixty-six 
families. When filled to capacity the 
camp holds about 360 Michigan 
alumnis and their families. 

“T'd like to consider this camp 4 
‘mother's camp.’ If you think of a 
normal Northern Michigan camp- 
ground you think of Dad and the kids 
running off somewhere and mom gets 
stuck back at the camp cooking and 
cleaning with even more primitive 
facilities than she’s use to.
